MEMORIALS AND PETITIONS 

Were presented by Messrs. MARSHALL, (a 
memorial of R. H. Stanton, proposing to sell his 
Revised Statutes,) and RUST (a petition) and 
appropriately referred. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. FISK offered a resolution calling on the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners for information: 
adopted. 

Mr. RUST offered the following joint resolu- 
tions, which lie over one day: 

Whereas, Iu the present critical position of 
public affairs, when the rights of a portion of 
the States of the Union are threatened, and the 
Constitution itself menaced by a powerful sec 
tional organization, it becomes the solemn duty 
of the people of Kentucky, as citizens of one of 
the States, whose rights are in peril, to declare 
their opinious freely and unequivocally on the 
grave questions out of which have growu the 
dangers that impend over them — therefore, 

1. Resolved by the General Assembly of the Com 
monivealth of Kentucky, That the territories of 
the United States, being tho common propeity of 
the people of all the States, and held in trust by 
the General Government for their use and benefit, 
we hold that Congress has no power, under the 
Constitution, to abolish African slavery therein, 
or to prohibit the introduction of African slaves 
therein; nor have the inhabitants of the territo 
ries any such power during their territorial con 
dition. But the right of the people to emigrate 
to the territories, taking with them every species 
of property recognized as such by tho laws of 
any of the State9, and their right to adequate 
legal remedies for the protection of all such 
property, as any of the citizens may see proper 
to take with them there, are rights plainly de 
fined by the Constitution itself — not dependent 
lor their existence on any legislative enactment, 
aud cannot be impaired, abridged, or destroyed 
by the action of any legislative body whatever. 

^ 2. Resolved, That it is the duty of the Federal 
Government to give ample and sufficient protec- 
tion to the citizens of the several States, in the 
exercise of all their rights in the territories; that 
no delegation of the power possessed by tho 
Federal government for the purpose, to the ter 
ritorial authorities, will free it from the discharge 
of this duty; and having delegated such power 
to any subordinate authority, should such protec- 
tion be not given thereby, the Federul Govern 
ment is bound to interpose aud protect the citi 
zen» in the enjoyment of such rights. 

3. Resolved, That, willing to fulfill all the ob 
ligations imposed by the Constitution, with a 
fixed .purpose to abide in good faith by all its 
compromises, and an unswerving determination 
to defend its provisions, aud to maintain its 
guarantees, asking nothing but what is right, and 
submitting to nothing that is wrong, Kentucky 
will ever insist that all the rights of the citizens 
of this Commonwealth, standing as they do on 
our equality with citiiens of the other States, 
•ball be respected iu all the States and territo 
ries of the Union, and if need be, protected by 
the Federal Government with all the power 
thereof. 

4. Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions 
be sent to our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress; and that the former be instructed, and 
th« latter requested, to conform their actions 
thereto. 

5. Resolved, That his Excellency, the Gover- 
nor, be directed to send, under his official seal, 
a copy of these resolutions to each of the Gov- 
ernors of the United States.

The senior member (Mr. Forman,) from tbe 
county of Mason, received, a few weeks since, a 
letter from one of the survivors of thatmemora 
ble naval battle of the lUtb of Sept. 1813, on 
Lake Erie, giving him an account ofthelay 
ing of the corner atone of the proposed monu- 
ment at Put in Bay, on the 10th of September 
last, at which twenty thousand patriotic sons aud 
daughters, from the different States of our com- 
mon country, assembled to do honor to the gal 
lant heroes who had then, forty-six years before, 
periled their lives for their country’s good. 

Mr. Speaker, among that mighty throng were 
two of tfie ihrte survivors, now left of Kentucky’s 
sons. All were pleased to do them honor. — 
They were no less brave, no less gallant, than 
their peers about them. Why, then, had they 
not received some token from their native State 
that their services were appreciated, and with 
gratitude remembered? 

Every other State there represented had pre- 
sented to their gallant and patriotic sons some 
substantial evidence of their gratitude, which 
were worn about the persons of those present. 
Shall Kentucky be less mindful of the remaiuing 
few who now survive, and were present on the 
13lb Sept. 1813, and added additional luster to 
our country’s fame by their heroic deeds? 

Mr. Speaker, I am sure I utter but the com- 
mon sentiment of every member upon this floor, 
when I say Kentucky is ever ready and willing 
to honor her deserving sons. A State alike re 
nowned for the beauty of her daughters, and the 
bravery of her sons, will not refuse to second, 
by their vote, the object of the resolution now 
before the House. Gladden by your vote to day, 
the hearts of those whom you have to long neg 
lected to honor, and your act will not only meet 
the approval of your conscience, but be applauded 
by the good and great in all time. I hope the 
resolution will be adopted, without a dissenting 
vote. 

The question being then taken, the resolution 
was unanimously adopted.

No gentleman stands 
higher among the business men of Cincinnati 
and Covington, who know him, than does R. B. 
Bowler. Mr. B., like every other prudent bu- 
siness man— after sitting down and estimating 
the probabilities of loss aud gain— mtde the 
purchase of the Lexington and Covington Rail- 
road to try and save himself from heavy losses 
Was there any crimiuality in this? Did not oth 
ers bid upon ibe road until the bonds, & c., which 
were held by them were provided for under the 
decree of sale. Why were they not also attack- 
ed for having bid for the road? Besides, we 
learn from undoubted authority that Mr. Bowler 
did not, during the sale, bid against any gentle- 
man who represented the stockholders, or against 
any gentleman who represented a Kentucky Com 
panrj.

CTThc resolutions offered by Senator Rust. 
from Greenup, which will be found among our re 
ports, will excite considerable attention and de 
bate in the State. Senator Rust seems deter 
mined to gain his point on this subject, and 
loses no opportunity to bring it before the peo- 
ple. Similar resolutions were offered by him in 
the last Democratic Stato Convention, and were 
rejected by that body. It remains to be seen 
with what favor they will be met by the Demo- 
cratic members of the Senate and House. In 
substance they instruct the United States Sena- 
tors, and request the Representatives in Congress, 
from Kentucky, to vote for adequate legal reme- 
dies for the protection of slave property in the 
Territories, in case a Territorial Legislature 
shall fail to provide those remedies, or shall pass 
laws uufriendly to the existence of slavery in the 
Territories. This is substantially the position 
assumed by Hon. Joshua F. Bell in the recent 
gubernatorial contest, and it U no less a repudi 
ation of the views entertained and advanced by 
Governor Magoffin, for whom Mr. Rust voted. 
In a speech at Paris, Senator Powell, who is or 
was an avowed advocate of the sovereignty of 
the people of the Territories over their own al 
fairs, declared that he was opposed to demand 
ing that CoDgress should protect slave property 
in the Territories, and Governor Magoffin fre- 
quently asserted that be would prefer to appeal 
to the bayonet rather than ask protection from 
Congress. Since tho agitation of the question, 
the views of the Vice President have uot been.
